we are dissipating our energies to con- 
tinue to make the goods at home, Nor 
does it matter why we can. get the 


goods cheaper abroad—whether be- 
cause of cheap labor, specialization, 


nearness to raw product or whatever 
reason. We simply know, unless we 
are densely tgnorant and egotistic, that 
we cannot do everything better than 
other countries and that it is therefore 
to our advantage to do those things we 
can do best. 

Let us produce that which we can 
produce best and exchange It for that 
which others can produce best. The 
nation which most closely approxim- 
ates this procedure makes money the 
fastest. Wealth is there most quickly 
accumulated. In such a country the 
statistical records will show large im- 
ports as well as exports, because no 
nation can do everything better than 
the others, and if she Is to employ her 
time most profitably she will of neces- 
sity have large transactions with oth- 
er countries. She must either do this 
or make everything herself and then 
become relatively impoverished be- 
cause of the misdirection of her en- 
ergy. 

This is why it has so often been re- 
marked that the prosperous nations 
take pay in imports for their exports. 
There is a connection between this and 
the fact that the United States is re- 
fusing to let England have the gold just 
now. The United States proposes to 
pay England in produce instead of In 
fold. What the result would be if 
Great Britain refused the produce is 
hard to say, It is extremely unlikely 
that any such thing would happen, It 
would probably mean, among other 
things, that Great Britain would have 
to pay a good deal more for the wheat. 
She might buy it from us and we would 
probably be able to get more for It un- 
der such circumstances. But Great 
Britain does not do business in that 
way. She buys where she can buy 
cheapest, and in return she g 
own product, the balances being set- 
tled in gold. Sooner or later the Unit- 
ed States would no 
gold; but in the meantime she ts hold- 
ing off, and every day, by means of ex- 
ports, she is paying off the balance just

TELEPHONES ARE 
GOOD INVESTMENT 


Report of Provincial Depart- 
ment Shows Total Sur- 
pluses $367,378.39, 


The report of the Alberta department 
6 ftelephones, tabled in the legislature, 
shows that a surplus of $64,770.48 was 
secured last year, which makes the 
total surpluses obtained from. tele- 
phones, since the Bell was bought out 
in the province in 1907, over a third of 
@ million dollars—to- be exact, $576,- 
878.29, 

The total number of telephone sub- 
scribers in the province is now 26,811, 
while 14,153 miles of long distance lines 
have been built, 

The eport shows that the govern- 
ment now owns and operates 154 tele- 
phone exchanges, through which ser- 
vice is given to 26,811 subscribers, of 
Which 19,054 are exchange and 7,757 are 


rural, During the year there was a 
net gain of 4,999 subscribers. 
The long distance lines now con- 


sist of 14,153 miles of wire, there hav- 
ing been added during the year £2,327 
miles of wire, and 289 miles of poles, 
long distance service is now given at 
261 offices in the province, making an 
increase of 27 offices. 

The rural line system was increased 
hy 1,020 miles of pole line and 3,604 
mile sof wire. making a total of 22,946 
miles of wire on 7,003 miles of poles. 

The permanent salaried staff con- 
sisted on December 8lst last of 600 em- 
ployees—294 males and $06 females, 
including 256 operators. 

Long distance business transacted 
through the first-class offices shows 
an average increase of 26 per cent., 
Medicine Hat being the highest with 
$0 per cent., Edmonton second with 
40 per cent, and Calgary next with 
20° per cent. Wainwright, Clares- 
holm and Macleod showed decreases, 

The valuation of the entire tele- 
phone plant of the province is now 
estimated at nearly eight million dol- 
lars, including $7,883,946.95 for toll 
lines, $3,029,384.47 for exchanges, and 
$1,780,882.01 for rural lines. The 
total receipts last year were  $880,- 
549.44, divided up as follows: Long 
distance tolls, $364,781.42; exchange 
rentals,  $396,$49,20; rural rentals, 
$105,523.21; and miscellaneous — re- 
ceipts, $14,205.61,
